G ra­ 
hame, in his stories, humanized 
these animals and made them live 
os human beings, so th at the book 
Is not one for children alone, but 
for all of us grown-ups as well.

JOHNSON DENIES 
ALL CHARGES BY 
INVESTIGATORS 


Lewisburg, Pa., Feb. 21 (A5)—For­ 
mer Federal Judge Albert W. John- 
on, described by a Congressional 
’ommittee report as an “evil and 
wicked Judge,” said today the in- 
luiry into hts conduct was from the 
ta rt an effort "to secure adverse 
lotion against me."

Aho said he resigned last July after

detail the committee charges in a 
25-page typewritten answ er which 
he sent committee members.

Hays Threats Used 
Asserting witnesses “who would 
testify to the fairness of my de­ 
cisions and conduct” were not called, 
Johnson continued:

Johnson and nine

Charge He Sold Justice 
The committee’s report said John­ 
son “sold Justice” in his court “for 
all the traffic would bear" but added 
no purpose would be served in im ­ 
peaching Johnson because he had 
resigned and later waived a $10,- 
000-a-year full-pay pension.
